SOUTHERN COTTON SPINNERS 
ARE IN PHILADELPHIA. 


Probable Advance of Staple Causes 
Discussion on a Shut 
Down. 


Philadelphia, September 22.—A.bout 
twenty-five representatives of the South- 
ern Cotton Spinners’ Association from 
North and Scuth Carolina are now in 
this city. The delegation !Is headed by 
President J. H. McAden, and Secretary 
G. B. Hess, of Charlotte. 

The visitors came to see the national 
export exposition. While here they will, 
said, discuss questions which may 
temporarfly shutting down a 
large number of mills in the south. This 
is on account of the anticipated increase 
in the cost of cotton. The present price 
of material such as the mills in the asso- 
clation use is 6% cents per pound. It Is 
expected that in sixty days the price will 
be raised to 7% cents. The question 
whether or not it would be advisable to 
take orders at the present prices or refuse 
them .is accordingly the principal sub 
ject of discussion with the commission 
men here and among the members of the 
association theselves. 

Secretary Hess sald tonight that the

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The Georgia Railroad Law. 

Some current criticisms of the rail- 
road law of Georgia, notably one made 
by Captain J. M. Falkner, of Alabama, 
deserve attention in order to dissipate 
the errors which have led to them. 

With the campaign now in progress 
in Alabama over the amending of her 
railroad laws we have nothing to do, 
but when Georgia is placed upon the 
witness stand, we have the right to in- 
sist that her testimony as to railroad 
control shall not be garbled, and that 
her experience in the management of 
railroad policies shal] be faithfully pre- 
sented. As full evidence of the success of 
the Georgia law, The Constitution 
sought, and presents elsewhere, the 
_views of Judge Spencer R. Atkinson, of 
the Georeia railroad commission. 

As will be seen, Captain Falkner was 
most unfortunate in his reference to 
the Central railroad collapse. For over 
twelve years, under the. operation of 
the commission, the securities of that 
company continued to advance in price 
and the most perfect harmony existed 
between the stockholders and _ the 
state. The disaster which befell that 
company afterwards, as is known to 
all, came through commercial move- 
ments with which the state had noth- 
ing to do, and in which one of the 
finest properties in the union was de- 
stroyed. The fault in this case was 
that the railroad commission was not 
vested with even greater power, so 
that it could have intervened and saved 
minority stockholders from the greed 
of those who had them in their power. 

Georgia stands today as one of the 
few states in the union in which there 
is perfect accord between the people 
and the railroad managements—a re- 
sult due to the perfect law under which 
railroad corporations are held in line. 
So just has the commission been to 
the railroads that not one of them 
even suggests a change in the law; so 
satisfactory is the work of the com- 
mission that all our railroads are 
paying divdends, improving roadbed 
and rolling stock; and so satisfactory 
is the general result that there exists 
in Georgia today no movement to dis- 
turb the peace of the people. Above 
all, so, apparent have all these effects 
been that the Georgia law has be- 
come the pattern for other states in 
the union which have substantially 
adopted its provisions. 

The importance of the path thus 
beaten out by the state of Georgia is 
now recognized by wise railroad man- 
agers ali over the country. There are 
no longer any advocates of the theo- 
ry that a railroad is private property, 
to be managed solely in the interests 
of its owners. It is a public enterprise 
exercising public functions, though un- 
der private management, but that man- 
agement must answer the public de- 
mands and requirements. We have 
reached the period of either govern- 
ment control or government owner- 
ship. Georgia has taught the lesson 
that government control is the prefer- 
able policy, and that it can be exer- 
Cised without injury to private rights. 

As a proof of this last statement 
not an act of the Georgia railroad 
commission has ever been questioned 
by either the courts, the railroads or 
the public. It stands as the one body 
in the state whose wurk is perfect. 

So much for Georgia. May Ala- 
bama do as well.

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The Opening Up of Siberia. 

The opening up of Siberia to the 
world as a land which is to come into 
competition with other civilized coun- 
tries, hastened by the building of Rus- 
Sia’s great inter-continental railroad, 
has found official recognition in St. 
Petersburg. 

His majesty, Nicholas II, has issued 
an order which. ends the reign of the 
convict in that extensive region and 
provides for its government as 
the home of an_ honest and gself- 
respecting people. This order pro- 
vides for the establishment of a com- 
mission of officers of the ministry 
of justice and representatives of the 


| respective departments, under the au- 
Spices of the minister of justice, with 
the right of direct report to the em- 
peror. Its duties, among others, will 
be to replace the transportation of 
criminals by punishments locally ap- 
plied; to abolish wholly or limit any 
form of transportation; to better the 
conditon of the convicts now in Si- 
beria and to establish compulsory 
public labor and workhouses as penal 
measures. 

For a quarter of a century the scan- 
‘dals connected with the transporta- 
tions of prisoners to Siberia have been 
very annoying to the authorities. This 
system of punishment, which was es- 
tablished in the seventeenth century 
has assisted ereatly to populate a vast 
and wealthy region which was in need 
of workmen for constructiong roads, 
fortresses and cultivating government 
‘lands. Later on, penal servitude was 
introduced, but when Siberia began 
to be more populated by emigrants 
who earned their living by honest la- 
bor, the sending of criminals to that 
country became obnoxious to the eml!- 
grants.

So far as the necessity of restoring 
peace to the islands is concerned, we 
presume there is little difference be- 
tween conservative republicans and 
uemocrats, except as to methods. 
Mr. McKinley says there will be “no 
useless parley,’”’ which means no parley 
at all, for a parley cannot be described 
as useless until it is found to be so. 

But there is a very fundamental 
difference between Mr. Bryan and 
Mr. McKinley as to the Philippine 
question, and the same fundamental 
difference is to be found between dem- 
ocrats and those republicans who have 
subscribed to the administration's 
programme. I}emocrats believe that 
a war begun in the name of human- 
ity should have a conclusion that 
would justify its origin; that the flag 
should mean in the Philippines pre-

their independence when thev are able 
to sustain it ahd to assist them in 
establishing a government of their 
own.

There is something akin to pathos 
in the words which President Loubet 
\of France addressed to the directors 
‘of the works on the Paris exposition, 
the sight of which he visited recently, 
and when he urged them to labor dil- 
ligently so that the world in 1900 
| Should realize that France is still 
a “strong, laborious, united nation, 
whose generous soul is filled with the 
sense of her mission of progress and 
| peace, and that she has not been af- 
ifected by fleeting quarrels.” 
| No one realizes morg vividly than 
| does this public-spirited Frenchman 
ithe extent to which hfs country has 
‘suffered tw the difficulties through 
|which she has just passed and which 
even now cast adark shadow over 
ithe fair fame of what should be one 
of the most prosperous and inviting 
‘of nations. As an intelligent and 
observant man, he appreciates the stir 
which the persecution of Dreyfus has 
‘ereated in the civilized world, and he 
fears for the welfare of his country 
and the success of the great enterprise 
which she has projected because of the 
stupendous tide of popular wrath 
which is just now turned in the direc- 
tion of France. His words are a 
tacit admission of the impression 
which gigantic public protest has 
made upon the local mind. of 
Franca and are practically an 
appeal to the world to be rational in 
this matter and not to condemn the 
entire country for the sins of a sin- 
gle political clique. 

France is a great nation, and the 
iniquities of only one of the innumer- 
‘able cliques which infest her national 
‘politics is no excuse for villifying and 
erippling a nation which has often sub- 
stantially demonstrated its friendship 
to the United States and contributed 
vastly tothe progress of civilization In 
the whole world. Her president’s words 
are pathetic and appealing. May he not 
ispeak in vain and may the exposition 
succeed notably and accomplish the 
good which invariably results from en- 
iterprises of this comprehensive nature.

No governor has been found 
willing to sign his death warrant, and 
he lingers in the state penitentiary 
until weary of such a monotonous, 
_ hopeless life, he begs that the doom 
Which was first pronounced, be now 
executed. And that it not all. Sixty 
‘other men, convicted of the same 
‘crime and sentenced to the same pun- 
‘ishment, are companions of Cook in 
the Topeka prison, and it is on rec- 
ord that no governor of Kansas has 
ever signed one of the requisite death 
warrants. 

This story proves conclusively the 
hesitation of even the most deter- 
mined and intelligent men at taking 
the decisive step which ends a human 
life. In all of these sixty-one cases of 
‘murder there must have been a score 
or more committed under brutal or 
revolting circumstances which would 
iseem to warrant the utmost retribu- 
‘tion within the power of the law. And 
‘vet not one of the governors of that 
state. since the law has been in force, 
has possessed the bravery or shall 
iWe say, the inhumanity, to personally 
sign a paper which meant death toa 
cuilty fellow man. It is a curious 
phase of human naturgq@ and must re- 
main a matter of individual opinion as 
to whether it fis praiseworthy or un- 
nardonable. The other remarkable 
feature of the case is the anxiety of 
‘the man for death. Tt is an {nterest- 
ing question for nsvchologists whether 
remorse or simple diseust of a life fn 
which there is no light. moves tha 
murderer to such a stolid and unusual 
recuest.

The expected has happened and Ad- 
miral Montejo, the Spanish command-

‘To clamor for the lasting degradation 
of a man because he had the misfor- 
tune to be forced to yield to strong- 
er forces is the quintessence of bar- 
barity and stupidity. That Montejo did 
his utmost to repel the attack of the 
dauntless American commanérr. all 
‘the world knows, or at least that por- 
‘tion of it which reads the newspa- 
pers. It has been proven numberless 
of times that Monteio had only a few 
feeble hnlks nt his command. and 
even then thev were poorly equipped 
with guns, inadequately supplied with 
ammuniton and manned by _ safllors 
who were patriotic, but incompetent. 
Montejo demonstrated himself to be a 
brave and gallant fighter. He went 
into the contest with a full knowledge 
of the inferiority of his own fleet and 
the almost certain belief that he was 
fore-doomed to fail, but that did not 
prevent his making a game fight.

| motive behind the prosecution is the 
,one which has been so often hinted at 
_previously, viz, a desire on the part 
of culpable department officials to 
‘shift the blame from their own cow- 
ardly shoulders on to those of a man 
less capable of defending himself. 
‘Surely a nation has reached a dis- 
igraceful epoch in its history when 
isuch.shameful subterfuges as these are 
resorted to. and it augurs ill for the 
‘return of that prospepity and interna- 
| tional] esteem which are so essential 
ito the rehabilitation of the defeated 
country. 

It is a sad contrast—Admiral Dew-

GEORGIA’S RAILROAD COMMISSION — 
AND AN ALABAMA CRITICISM 


Judge Spencer R. Atkinson,of the Railroad Commission, 
- Ably Defends the Workings of the Georgia 
Law and Explains Its Workings. 


A recent criticism of the Georgia rail- 
road law by Captain J. M. Falkner, of 


Alabama, has called forth a masterly re- | 
| ply from Judge Spencer R. Atkinson, one 


of the members of the state railroad com- 


mission. 

The occasion for Captain Faulkner's at- 
tack was furnished by the action of the 
board of trade of Birmingham, calling 
for the abolition of the present commis- 
sion law of Alabama, and the substitution 
therefor of the Georgia law. Captain 
faulkner.,as the Alabama attorney for the 
Louisville and Nashville road, opposes 
this, and in doing so, made this declara- 
tion: 

It is a fact that the railroad commission law 
of Georgia is satisfactory to both the railroads 
and the people as has been asserted? It is a 
well-known fact that for a long time ‘the 
Central Railroad and Banking Company of 
Georgia was the pride of the people of that 
state. Under the beneficent (7) operation of the 
Georgia railroad commission law, however, that 
magnificent railroad property passed entirely 
out of the control of the people of that state,

Why the Control Failed. 

“It may be inquired then: Why was it 
that this property ultimately fell into the 
hands of a receiver? The answer is eagy 
and may be given by asking another. 
How does the property of any man fall 
into the hands of a highwayman? In an 
evil hour it passed under the control of 
the Richmond Terminal Company, 4 
railroad combination organized for tha 
purpose of absorbing other railroad prop. 
erties generally, which, securing contro} 
of a majority of the stock, wrecked it Ip 
order to rob the minority stockholders, a 
job performed, by the way, in a manner 
and by means which would have been a 
disgrace to a professional highwayman. 
It is said that these gentry sometimes 
listen to the appeals of widows and opr- 
phans and respect the rights of the Help. 
less, but in the commission of the rob- 
bery to which I have referred there was 
no circumstance to commend its concep- 
tion except its brutal impartiality. This 
highwayman was at least impartial, for 
he robbed with an equal hand the infant 
at the breast, stalwart young manhood 
and tottering, heipless old age, and 
strangely enough through all the years 
that have passed with the memory of the 
wrongs they suffered, it was left to a 
etranger in another state for the first 
time to impute the misfortunes of these 
people to the railroad commission of 
Georgia or to the ‘beneficent operation 
of the railroad commission law.’ 
Question of Railroad Construction. 

“Was railroad construction retarded by 
the enactment of this law? 

‘‘Let us see: In 1880 there were in Geor- 
gia 2,335 miles of railroad track equipped 
and in operation. Eight years later this 
number increased to 4,268, AN JIN- 
CREASE WITHIN THAT TIME OF 
1733 MILES. Four years later these 
figures had grown to 5,057 miles, AN IN- 
CREASE OF 789 MILES. The figures as 
increased by building for the present 
year are not yet at hand, but they may 
be safely placed at 5,00, and this ‘under 
the beneficent operation of the Georgia 
railroad commission law.’ 

‘“‘Nor have the railroad companies en- 
gaged in business in this state allowed 
their properties to deteriorate in the mat- 
ter either of track maintenance or equip- 
ment. As a matter of fact there are no 
railroads in the south which are better 
equipped, managed or operated than 
ARE the roads in Georgia. There is no 
state in which the average net earnings 
are higher. There ia no state in which 
the public receives better service, or 80 
good a service for as little money. Nor 
is there a state in which there is less 
complaint-or cause of complaint upon the 
part of the public of its carrier service. 
Nor yet a state in which railroad com- 
| panies acting within their charter powers 
| receive fairer treatment or a feller meas- 
| ure of justice. 

State Control a Fact. 

“The state of Georgia recognizel 
twenty years ago the fact that it had ths 
power to control its own creatures in the 
| exercise of the charter powers which it 
had conferred upon them. It recognized 
as well that the existence of this power 
imposed a sovereign duty of exercising 
such control, a duty which in justice to 
the public it could not lightly put aside. 
The people moved in the matter. The re- 
' sult of which was the present law of this 
state authorizing the organization of the 
railroad commission of Georgia. The 
citizens of this state are satisfied with 
the result. They have no advice to offer 
to other states. They have settled their 
| own problem in their own way.”

Soldiers Kept Busy All Day Loading 
Baggage and Equipment—Last 
Train Off at 8 O'Clock,

Six companies of the Twenty-ninth reg- 
iment United States volunteers are now 
on cars en route to San Frayclsco, where 
they go to board transports for the Phil- 
ippines. 

The first section of the regiment left 
Fort McPherson, under command of Colo- 
nel k. E, Hardin, yesterday afternoon at 
2:20 o'clock the Southern: At 3 
o'clock the section, under com- 
mand of Captain Stern, left on the same 
road, and at & o'clock the last 
the first half left over the same route, un- 
der command of Major Case. 

Before 8 o'clock yesterday morning the 
Southern had the first train on the side- 
track at the fort, and shortly afterwards 
the men of the first section began loading 
their baggage and equipments. The scene 
was one of all activity for several hours. 
Finally, at 12:20 everything ‘was pro- 
nounced ready, and the word for the mov- 
ing of of the train was given the engineer, 
and with a waving of hands, the first 
section of the Twenty-ninth was off for 
the fight. 

The same scene was repeated two hours 
later, and then all the mon that go from 
the city by the Southern road ‘had bidden 
goodby to Fort MoPherson, and set their 
eyes toward the Philinpines. 

Who Went Yesterday. 

The half of the regiment that left the 
fort yesterday was made up of the fol- 
lowing men: 

First Section—Colonel, surgeon, acting 
adjutant, quartermaster, commissary, 
band, sergeant major, quartermaster ser- 
geant, commissary sergeant, companies 
KE and F, two hospital corps men, as- 
signed to company F for rations. 

Second Section—Captain Stern, com- 
manding section; companies G and H, two 
hospital corps men, assigned to company 
G@ fer rations, with Sergeant Major 
Brown, one hospital steward, and First 
Lieutenant Kimbrough, battalion adju- 
tant, 

Third Section—Major Chase, command- 
ing section; companies A and C, Lieuten- 
ant and Assistant Surgeon Sanford, two 
hospital corps men and Battalion Ser- 
geant Major Turner, assigred company 
A for rations. 

Others Leave Monday. 

The remainder of the regiment 
leave over the Atlarta and West Point 
this morning or Mcnday. The road has 
had considerable trouble in getting a suf- 
ficient mumber of cars to carry all th: 
men, but they express confidence in their 
ability to have enough on the sidetrack 
at the fert Monday to move all the men 
in the second séction.

Sixth Section—Major Johnson, com- 
manding; companies [I and M, First Lieu- 
tenant Longstreet, Battalion and Adju- 
tant and Captain end Assistant Surgeon 
Miner, two hospital corps men, and Bat- 
tallon Sergeant Major Holmes, assigned 
to company M for rations. 

How They Go. 

The sections leaving over the Southern 
yesterday will go from here to Meridian, 
crossing the Mississippi at that point. 
From there they take the Texas and Pa- 
cific for F] Faso, after which place is 
reached they will proceed over the South- 
ern Pacific. 

The sectiors that go by the Atlanta 
and West Point will go to Selma, and 
thence to Meridian, aafterwards follow- 
ing the same route as the sections that 
left yesterday. 

The men that left yesterday were all 
anxious to go, and waved their hands to 
their friends in the most pleasant and 
happy way, theugh there were 
tears shed as mothers and@ sweethearts 
bid loved ones goodby, realizing that: it 
might be the last time they would ever 
look into the dear faces again. 

Though the regiment will go from here 
by different routes, and in -lifferent sec- 
tions, it will be together again as soon as 
San Frarcisco is reached, 
over to the Philippines in the same 
transport. It is not known just when the 
regiment will sail, but .t is thought that 
the time is not far off, as the transports 
will be at San Francisco when the men 
reach that city.
